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COORDINATOR OF INNER-CITY-STUDENT PROGRAM 



William T. Trent has been appointed Coordinator and Counselor for George 
Washington University's new Educational Opportunity Program for Disadvantaged 
Inner-City Students. Mr. Trent, 25* was appointed by the Program's Steering 
Committee, made up of faculty members, students, and members of the Black 
Students' Union. The Committee is headed by Dr. Bernard Levy, chairman of the 
Department of Psychology. 

The new GW program, based on a recommendation of the Black Students' Union, 
provides for ho tuition-remission grants to each freshman class annually for 
disadvantaged inner-city students who meet minimum entrance requirements. The 
University has also agreed to "use all available funds from the government and 
other sources to recruit additional disadvantaged students." 

Working with the Admissions Office and *iegro students, Mr. Trent said 
today that 31 D.C. high school graduates are scheduled now to attend G.W. during 
the fall semester. He will continue recruiting up to fall registration. Sept. 
18 - 20 . 

The program's steering committee, appointed last month by GW President 
Lloyd H. Elliott, advises and consults regularly with Mr. Trent. The Committee 
also is charged with developing policies for admission and for social and 
academic counseling, serving as liaison with other schools end colleges, and 
eidvising on special summer orientation and other supporting activities. 

The special summer orientation program for 25 of these students will begin 

Aug. U and continue through Sept. 12. From various sources (Suimner Sessions, 
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Slater's Catering Service, Student Assembly, the University) funds have been 
gathered to support a program of on-campus residence and study. During the 
students' six-weeks of orientation, they will participate in a communications 
laboratory (led by Miss Joan Caton, Assistant Professor of English), develop 
individual programs of up-grading of study skills (with the assistance of the 
personnel in the Psychological Clinic), share in classes in mathematics and scienc< 
sample other classes and discuss them with professors, and participate in various 
academic and social activities. 

The classes will be mandatory for some and optional for others, depending on 
their high school backgrounds. College Board scores, and so forth. During the 
fall semester, tutoring sessions will be scheduled in those subjects in which the 
students are insufficiently prepared. 

Last year GW enrolled 25 inner-city students with full tuition grants. 

Less them half were in good standing at the end of the year. For the most part 
they did not take advantage of the tutoring services available. It was largely 
for this reason that the position of full-time Coordinator emd Counselor was set 
up this summer. 

Mr. Trent hopes the six weeks' orientation program this summer will help 
to make up for some of the deficiences in educational skills of inner-city students 

Mr. Trent is a graduate of Union College, Barbourvilie, Ky., where he served 
as class president all four years and was a star basketball player. He won an 
Honorable Mention for the National Association of Intercollegiate Athletics "All 
American" basketball team in 1966. He was voted most valuable player at Union and 
in the Kentucky Intercollegiate Athletic Conference. Between 1966 and 1968 Mr. 
Trent was program director of an inner-city branch of the Cleveland YMCA. He 
enrolled at GW last fall to continue graduate studies in sociology. He had been 
employed at GW by the Social Research Group and as a lecturer for an undergraduate 
course in sociology.

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INDIANA'S APPORTIONMENT INVALIDATED 

MULTI-MEMBER DISTRICTS STRUCK DOWN IN 33 STATES 

SENATOR DIRKSEN'S CONSTITUTIONAL CONVENTION THREATENED 

COURT'S DECISION IN RACIAL CASE BASED ON LAW PROFESSOR'S CALCULATIONS 



A special three-judge Federal court has invalidated Indiana's apportion¬ 
ment, ordering it to abandon its present multi-member electoral district system 
and replace it with districts of substantially equal population. The court's 
requirement of uniform districts was based upon complex mathematical analysis 
which showed that residents of the more populous districts have an unconsti¬ 
tutional voting power advantage. 


If upheld on direct appeal to the U.S. Supreme Court, the principle could 
invalidate the apportionments of 33 states which have similar non-uniform multi¬ 
member districts. It could also affect Senator Dirksen's plans to have 34 
states call for a constitutional convention on reapportionment, either by 
angering the one additional necessary state into petitioning for a convention 
or by giving opponents additional grounds upon which to challenge petitions from 
malapportioned state legislatures. 


The mathematical analysis was made by John Banzhaf, Associate Professor 
of Law at George Washington University, who was called as an expert witness. 

It was Banzhaf who first demonstrated mathematically that the present Electoral 
College system discriminated against residents of the smaller states in an 
analysis which has been widely cited and was in part responsible for recent 
moves to amend the system. He is also responsible for a decision by New York's 
highest court that no weighted voting reapportionment plan can be approved 
without being submitted to a mathematical-computer analysis of the type he 
developed. 

The Indiana suit, Chavis v. Whitcomb, was brought before a special three- 
judge U.S. District Court in Indianapolis. The plaintiffs claimed that the 
voting power of the negro residents of Indianapolis' inner city was unconstitu¬ 
tionally submerged by combining the city and its suburbs into one large multi¬ 
member district electing fifteen representatives and eight senators. The court, 
headed by U.S. Court of Appeals Judge Otto Kerner [Kerner Report], unanimously 
agreed and invalidated the discriminatory Indianapolis district. Going further, 
however, the court told the legislature that they could not use multi-member 
districts electing different numbers of legislators because the voters in the 
larger districts have a greater voting power in elections and a greater voice 
in the legislature. 
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According to the National Municipal League, 33 states today use unequal 
sized multi-member districts in their legislative elections and thus would be 
subject to attack under the ruling in this case. Thus the decision, if upheld, 
may have an impact comparable to Reynolds v. Simms which required both houses 
of state legislatures to be apportioned on a "one man, one vote" basis and even 
eventually forced the great majority of states to redistrict. According to 
latest information, all states EXCEPT the following would be vulnerable under 
the principle of this decision: Colo., Conn., Del., Ill., Kansas, Kent., Mich., 
Neb. , N.M., N.Y., Ohio, Pa., R.I., Tenn., and Wise. (Iowa is now moving toward 
an OK system and New Jersey is unclear). 

The decision may also affect Senator Dirksen's plans to call a constitu¬ 
tional convention on reapportionment by obtaining petitions from 3^ states. 
Thirty-three states have now petitioned, and action by only one more would 
probably require Congress to act. Proponents of the convention speculate that 
one of the uncommitted states may now act to prevent having to give up their 
present vulnerable multi-member district system. On the other hand, opponents 
feel that they may be able to attack a number of state petitions, either in 
Congress or before the courts, on the grounds that they were enacted by malap- 
portioned legislatures. Whatever the outcome, the decision will add an ad¬ 
ditional factor of uncertainty to an already complicated situation. 

The Governor of Indiana has stated that he will appeal the court's decision 
to the U.S. Supreme Court where it will probably be heard during their October 
1969 term. In addtion the Governor may ask the Court or one of the Justices 
for a stay of the court's order requiring him to submit a reapportionment plan 
passed by both houses of the legislature by October 1, 1969 . The Chavis case 
may join another mathematically-based multi-member district case now working 
its way up to the Supreme Court. This case. Abate v. Mundt , brought in Rockland 
County N.Y., involves a challenge based on Prof. Banzhaf's analysis to the 
constitutionality of multi-member electoral districts used in local government 
bodies. 

A multi-member district is an electoral district from which two or more 
legislators in the same house are elected on an at-large basis. For background 
information see Banzhaf, "Multi-Member Electoral Districts - Do They Violate 
the 'One Mem, One Vote' Principle," Vol. 75, Yale Law Journal, page 1309 (1966).

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LAW STUDENT GROUP TO FILE COMPLAINT 
AGAINST D.C. TRANSIT SYSTEM, AUG. 21 


A group of nine George Washington University law students who formed 
a corporation (The Greater-Washington Alliance to Stop Pollution) as a 
vehicle to assist in the struggle to abate air pollution will file its 
complaint against the D.C. Transit System, Inc. with the Washington 
Metropolitan Area Transit Commission on Aug. 21. 

The complaint alleges violation of the WMATC Compact, Rules, Regula¬ 
tions and Orders, by the D.C. Transit System, Inc. and all other bus 
companies under the Jurisdiction of the WMATC. Included in the complaint 
are the following points which support the case factually: l) the buses 
of D.C. Transit et al. constantly emit excessive amounts of smoke and 
other obnoxious and harmful elements into the air of the Metropolitan Area. 
2) GASP charges that air pollution is a significant contributing factor to 
the rising incidence of chronic respiratory disease—lung cancer, 
emphysema, chronic bronchitis, and asthma. The serious damage to man's 
property as well as his health, caused by air pollution, is well known by 
doctors and scientists alike. Equally apparent is the fact that the 
intensity of air pollution in the Washington Metropolitan Area is 
constantly growing. 

In addition to these facts, GASP cites an example of a working solu¬ 
tion to the problem of buses in the metropolitan area. It points out 
that as a result of a joint New York City Administration-Transit Authority 
program to reduce air pollution caused by buses, over 3000 City buses have 
been equipped with a needle-type fuel injection system and smoke emissions 
from each vehicle have been reduced by more than 75 per cent. GASP has 
found through its contact with organizations and corporations studying 
air pollution that there are several additional methods of reducing the 
pollution and is prepared to demonstrate them. 

A non-profit corporation, GASP is composed of nine students who 
first explored the air pollution problem in a course in administrative 
law during the spring semester. The assignment, made by Professor Arthur 
S. Miller as an attempt to make the course more relevant, asked the 
students to assume that they were counsels for a local citizens' organi¬ 
zation, and to write a legal memorandum identifying and analyzing the 
alternative legal actions which could be brought by the citizens' group 
in order to force the D.C. area transit companies to abate the air 
pollution caused by their buses. 
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Having completed a thoroughly researched analysis, nine of these 
students—Elaine Bloomfield, Paul Breistein, S. David Fineman, Paul J. 
Gossens, John H. Johnston, Joel B. Miller, Ron Plesser, John S. Winder, 
and Jay Weill—readily concluded that their efforts could serve as far 
more than a mere academic exercise. 

Although the initial step will be to take its complaint before the 
Washington Metropolitan Area Transit Commission, which has jurisdiction 
over D.C. buses and air pollution, GASP is prepared to proceed to the 
D.C. courts if they fail with their first attempt. 

The group is receiving assistance from several attorneys in the 
District of Columbia.

1. COMPLAINT 

INTEREST OF COMPLAINANT 

2. G.A.S.P., Inc. is a non-profit corporation, 
incorporated in, and pursuant to the laws of, the 
District of Columbia. The purpose of G.A.S.P., Inc. 
is to promote better living conditions in the 
Washington Metropolitan Area, specifically by initiating 




and promoting efforts to reduce and eliminate environmental 
pollution. The eight directors and officers of G.A.S.P., Inc. 
are permanent or temporary residents of the Washington 
Metropolitan Area. These same directors and officers have been 
and are subjected to the obnoxious, offensive and harmful smoke, 
particulates and gases which are constantly emitted by the buses 
of D.C. Transit et al. 

3. This complaint is filed by G.A.S.P., Inc., on behalf 
of G.A.S.P., Inc., and on behalf of the directors and officers 
of G.A.S.P., Inc. individually. 

4. In addition, G.A.S.P., Inc. brings this action on behalf 
of all those entitled to the full benefit, use and enjoyment of 
clean air in the Washington Metropolitan Area. Further, this 
action is brought on behalf of all taxpayers, commuters, transit 
riders, pedestrians and all citizens similarly aggrieved by these 
bus exhausts. 


FACTS 

5. The buses of D.C. Transit et al. constantly emit excessive 
amounts of smoke and other obnoxious and harmful elements into 

the air of the Metropolitan Area, in violation of WMATC regulations. 
The excessive extent of these pollution emissions is apparent by 
sight alone. 

6. Diesel engines emit smoke, particulates, oxides of nitrogen, 
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carbon monoxide, sulfur dioxide, hydrocarbons, aldehydes, 
polynuclear compunds, carbonyls, carcinogens, and other 
harmful and obnoxious elements. 

7. Air pollution is a significant contributing factor 
to the rising incidence of chronic respiratory diseases-- 
lung cancer, emphysema, chronic bronchitis, and asthma. 

Serious damage to man's property as well as his health is 
caused by air pollution. The intensity of air pollution and 
the resulting damage in the Washington Metropolitan Area is 
constantly growing. 

8. A large part of the daily exhaust emissions by D.C. 

Transit et al. buses is totally unnecessary, as effective 
pollution controls have been proven both economically and 
technologically feasible. 

9. The Federal Standards for diesel engine exhaust 
emissions further demonstrate the severity of this problem 

as well as the feasibility of control, although these minimum 
standards are applicable only to new diesel engines manufactured 
on or after January 1, 1970. 

10. In August 1966, the WMATC Air Pollution Committee issued 
a report based upon a cursory investigation of exhaust emissions 
of transit vehicles in the Washington Metropolitan Area. This 
report concluded that a diesel engine properly maintained, properly 
fueled, and properly operated will not produce visible exhaust 
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emissions. On information and belief, this Committee has not 
met since August 1966. 

11. Technological developments have significantly advanced 
since August' 1966. For example, as the result of a joint New 
York City Administration-Transit Authority program to reduce 
air pollution caused by buses, over 3,000 City buses have been 
equipped with a needle-type fuel injection system and smoke 
emissions from each vehicle have been reduced by more than 75%. 

In addition, at least one diesel fuel additive, with a recommended 
concentration use of only 1 gallon of additive per 1,500 gallons 
of diesel fuel, can reduce smoke emissions by 88%. 

12. Recent improvements in pollution-control devices for 
diesel buses have demonstrated economic as well as technological 
feasibility. D.C. Transit et al. have failed to minimize the 
emissions of harmful and obnoxious smoke, particulates and gases 
from their bus exhausts in accordance with means available through 
modern technology. The WMATC has failed to enforce their rules 
and regulations to protect the public interest and to minimize 
exhaust emissions. 

13. The WMATC’s jurisdiction over D.C. Transit et al. extends 
to the bus operations which produce the excessive emissions. The 
WMATC can and should take affirmative action to reduce this serious 
and harmful source of air pollution from diesel exhaust in the 
Washington Metropolitan Area. 
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CITATIONS OF AUTHORITY 


JURISDICTION 

14. "The Commission has the usual and ordinary powers 
exercised by federal and state regulatory commissions 
over transit operations."

15. The WMATC has jurisdiction to insure that every carrier 
will provide safe and adequate service.

vertical exhaust pipe. 

17. "Any person may file with the commission a complaint in 
writing with respect to anything done or omitted to be 
done by any person in contravention of any provision of 
this Act or any requirement established pursuant thereto."

18. Rule Making Authority - WMATC Rules of Practice and Procedure, 
Section 10-03. 

VIOLATIONS 


19. The emission of obnoxious, offensive and harmful smoke, 
particulates and gases by the buses of D.C. Transit et al. constitutes 
per violations of the following sections of the WMATC Compact, Rules, 
Regulations and Orders: 

20. Exhaust Gases - "Every bus shall be.... operated in such 
a condition as to minimize the quantity of obnoxious or 
harmful elements present in the exhaust gases or engine 
fumes." 
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Appendix to General Order No. 8 - Safety Regulations, 
(effective November 1, 1963), Section 106-04. 

21. Unsafe Equipment - "No passenger carrier shall permit 
or require a driver to drive any bus revealed by 
inspection or operation to be in such a condition that 
its operation would be hazardous ...." 

Appendix to General Order No. 8, Section 102-14. 

22. General Duties of Carriers - "It shall be the duty of 
every carrierto ... provide safe and adequate service, 
equipment, and facilities in connection with such 
transportation ...."

23. Duty to Perform - "It shall be the duty of every carrier 
to render reasonable, continuous, and adequate service, 
and to perform all transportation authorized by its 
certificate ...."

RELIEF SOUGHT 

25. In light of the clear and undisputed dangers resulting 
from air pollution, the fact that the exhaust from the buses 
operated by D.C. Transit et al. is a significant and growing 
source of pollution in the Washington Metropolitan Area, and 
the fact that there are a number of economically and technologically 
feasible actions which may be taken to reduce this nuisance, 
complainant, G.A.S.P., Inc., hereby requests the WMATC to find 
D.C. Transit et al. in violation of the preceeding rules and 
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regulations and to grant the following relief which will reduce 
the smoke and gas emissions from the D.C. Transit et al. buses: 


(1) order the installation of catalytic mufflers on 
all buses; 

(2) order the use of No. 1 diesel fuel in all two- 
stroke engines and the use of No. 2 diesel fuel 
in all four-stroke engines; 

(3) order the use of a diesel fuel and additive to 
reduce smoke and odor emissions, with performance 
characteristics equal or superior to those of 
Metlite 2D Plus; 

(4) order the installation of a needle-type fuel 
injection system for all buses, with performance 
characteristics equal or superior to the system 
used by the New York City Transit Authority; 

(5) order operator training to prevent engine 
overloading and lugging; 

(6) order a full and daily inspection of all buses 
to determine the nature and extent of exhaust 
emissions, with records of said inspections to 
be available in the WMATC public files; and 

(7) order improved, systematic and frequent maintenance 
procedures designed to reduce exhaust emissions; 

(8) or, in the alternative, order the revocation of the 
Certificates of Public Convenience and Necessity, 
currently issued to D.C. Transit et al. (pursuant 
to the Compact, Article XII, Section 4(g)/). 

26. Further, G.A.S.P., Inc. hereby requests the WMATC 

to order a public hearing to consider the violations alleged 

hereinbefore and to consider the rules proposed herein, to be 

held no later than 40 (forty) days from the date of the filing 

of this COMPLAINT AND PETITION FOR RULEMAKING, to prevent further 

irreparable injury. 
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II. RULEMAKING 


27. If the WMATC finds that the excessive emissions of 
obnoxious, offensive and harmful smoke, particulates and 
gases in the exhaust of the D.C. Transit et al. buses does 
not constitute violations of the existing WMATC rules and 
regulations as complainant has alleged, complainant, G.A.S.P., 
Inc., pursuant to the preceeding authorities and facts, requests 
the WMATC to issue the proposed rules in Appendix A attached 
hereto. 

28. WHEREFORE, complainant, G.A.S.P., Inc. requests the 
WMATC to grant the preceeding relief, the proposed rules, and 
any other relief that the WMATC deems just and proper.

THE LAW MAY ASSIST IN THE 
FIGHT TO STOP POLLUTION

Mr. ESCH. Mr. Speaker, one of the 
major areas of national concern over 
the past few years has been the question 
of pollution of our air and water re¬ 


sources. The cleaning up of our lakes and 
streams and the purification of the foul 
air over our cities will take billions of 
dollars and the cooperation and assist¬ 
ance of all levels of government, of cor¬ 
porations, and of private individuals. 

It is heartening when individuals take 
an interest in society’s problems and set 
out to take some action to correct them. 
It is for this reason that I call your at¬ 
tention to the efforts of a small group of 
George Washington University law stu¬ 
dents to help clean up the air here in our 
Nation’s Capitol. I do not prejudge either 
the specific legal action which they ex¬ 
pect to undertake or the results of that 
action. But I do applaud their concern. 
The cause of society is advanced by the 
efforts of such individuals to correct its 
wrongs. 

Under unanimous consent I include 
their release, as covered in Washington 
area papers, at this point in the Record : 
The Law May Assist in the Fight To Stop 
Pollution 

The Washington, D.C. area bus companies 
are about to be confronted by a group of 
George Washington University law students 
who are testing the practical application of 
the law, in an attempt to help solve the 
growing problem of air pollution. 

GA.SP., INC. (The Greater-Washington 
Alliance to Stop Pollution) Is a non-profit 
corporation, currently being formed by these 
eight students of the Law, as a vehicle to 
assist In the Intensifying struggle to abate 
air pollution. The first target of this group 
Is the DC. area transit companies, whoee 
buses, it Is common knowledge, continuously 
spew out great quantities of offensive smoke 
and gases throughout the Washington area 
streets. 

This fledging corporation received its Im¬ 
petus from a seemingly Innocuous, but evi¬ 
dently successful, law school assignment. A 
common criticism of the present legal cur¬ 
riculum Is the excessive emphasis on ancient 
and often archaic court decisions Recog¬ 
nising this defect, Professor Arthur S. Miller, 
of the George Washington University Law 
School faculty, made a radical change In the 
presentation of his Spring, i960 semester Ad¬ 
ministrative Law course, in an effort to make 
this study more “relevant.” 


All 61 students in this admlinstrative law 
class were assigned the following: “Assume 
you are counsel for a local citizen’s organiza¬ 
tion. and write a legal memorandum identi¬ 
fying and analyzing the alternative legal 
actions which may be brought by the citi¬ 
zen's group In order to force the D.C. area 
transit companies to abate the air pollution 
caused by their buses.” 

Having completed a thoroughly researched 
analysis, eight of these students—Elaine 
Bloomfield, Paul Breitsteln, S. David Fine- 
man, Paul J. Gosaens, John H. Johnston, 
Joel B. Miller, Ron Plesser, and John S. 
Winder, Jr—readily concluded that their 
efforts oould serve as far more than a mere 
academic exercise. The students are now co¬ 
ordinating their Individual efforts, as well as 
filin g some scientific data essential to the 
complex field of air pollution, and will soon 
commence legal proceedings. 

The Initial efforts, like the major portion 
of the primary research, will be directed to 
the administrative remedies available from 
one or more agencies In the D.C. metropoli¬ 
tan area, such as the Washington Metropoli¬ 
tan Area Transit Commission, having Juris¬ 
diction over D.C. buses and air pollution. 
Falling administrative relief, however, 
GA.SP., INC. has Indicated a clear desire to 
pursue the elimination of this visible source 
of air pollution through the D.C. courts, 
which these students realize will require fi¬ 
nancial assistance as well as help from at¬ 
torneys admitted to the D.C. bar.

LAW STUDENT GROUP TO FILE COMPLAINT 
AGAINST D.C. TRANSIT SYSTEM, AUG. 21

A group of nine George Washington University law students who formed 
a corporation (The Greater-Washington Alliance to Stop Pollution) as a 
vehicle to assist in the struggle to abate air pollution will file its 
complaint against the D.C. Transit System, Inc. with the Washington 
Metropolitan Area Transit Commission on Aug. 21. 

The complaint alleges violation of the WMATC Compact, Rules, Regula¬ 
tions and Orders, by the D.C. Transit System, Inc. and all other bus 
companies under the jurisdiction of the WMATC. Included in the complaint 
are the following points which support the case factually: l) the buses 
of D.C. Transit et al. constantly emit excessive amounts of smoke and 
other obnoxious and harmful elements into the air of the Metropolitan Area. 
2) GASP charges that air pollution is a significant contributing factor to 
the rising incidence of chronic respiratory disease—lung cancer, 
emphysema, chronic bronchitis, and asthma. The serious damage to man's 
property as well as his health, caused by air pollution, is well known by 
doctors and scientists alike. Equally apparent is the fact that the 
intensity of air pollution in the Washington Metropolitan Area is 
constantly growing. 

In addition to these facts, GASP cites an example of a working solu¬ 
tion to the problem of buses in the metropolitan area. It points out 
that as a result of a joint New York City Administration-Transit Authority 
program to reduce air pollution caused by buses, over 3000 City buses have 
been equipped with a needle-type fuel injection system and smoke emissions 
from each vehicle have been reduced by more than 75 per cent. GASP has 
found through its contact with organizations and corporations studying 
air pollution that there are several additional methods of reducing the 
pollution and is prepared to demonstrate them. 

A non-profit corporation, GASP is composed of nine students who 
first explored the air pollution problem in a course in administrative 
law during the spring semester. The assignment, made by Professor Arthur 
S. Miller as an attempt to make the course more relevant, asked the 
students to assume that they were counsels for a local citizens' organi¬ 
zation, and to write a legal memorandum identifying and analyzing the 
alternative legal actions which could be brought by the citizens' group 
in order to force the D.C. area transit companies to abate the air 
pollution caused by their buses.

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Having completed a thoroughly researched analysis, nine of these 
students—Elaine Bloomfield, Paul Breistein, S. David Fineman, Paul J.

A group of 51 Washington inner-city teachers of mathematics are updating 
their knowledge and basic concepts in special tuition-free programs offered 
by the George Washington University's Department of Mathematics. The group 
consists mainly of junior high school teachers, although several elementary 
school supervising teachers of mathematics are also among them. Many of the 
teachers have been teaching remedial arithmetic. 

Most of the teachers are black, a majority are women, many of them the 
main support of their families. 

One group of 31 teachers has now completed its second Summer Conference 
in Mathematics, an all-day five-week session. Another group of 20 D.C. teachers 
has completed its first Summer Conference. Both groups received support during 
the Summer Conference from the National Science Foundation. Each teacher was 
paid $60 per week plus $15 for each dependent up to four. 

With every teacher reaching from 100 to 150 students each semester, the 
improvement of the teachers' qualifications should have a considerable impact 
on their students," said Dr. Ruth A. Bari, assistant professor of mathematics 
and director of the program. "'It is well-known that if a teacher is not con¬ 
fident in teaching the subject matter, a student tends to tune out the teacher," 
she added. 

Actually, the title. Summer Conference in Mathematics, is a misnomer, as 
the program continues during the fall and spring semesters. While teaching 
full-time, the teachers take math courses at GW and attend tutorials held 
twice a week in conjunction with their classes. The second-year group will

receive allowances from the National Science Foundation to cover the costs of 
transportation and textbooks while the first-year group will be funded in the 
same way during the academic year by the Hattie M. Strong Foundation. 

Fifty per cent in the second year group this summer received grades of 
A's and B's. This fall, for the first time, they will receive credit towards 
a master's degree in mathematics, if they maintain grades of A's and B's. 

The courses are content-oriented rather than methods-oriented. The first- 
year group used the textbooks of the School Mathematics Study Group (SMSG) in 
algebra and geometry in addition to Mears and Smith's General Mathematics . 

The second-year group studied precalculus, calculus, and finite mathematics.
